A BITING BLIZZARD. 


THE TERRIBLE WINDSTORM IN NEW 
YORK AND VICINITY YESTERDAY. 


The Wind Blowing at the Rate of Kighty- 
four Miles an hour—Houses Unroofed and 
cua ais Lifted Off Their Feet—A Street 

ar Unroofed ~ Damage to Telegraph 
Wires. 


NEw York, February 27.—Folks who hap- 
pened to meet the wind yesterday when it was 
humping itself for the eighty-faur mile mark 
felt asif they had run up against a brick 
wall.

GOULD’S REVENGE. 


THE ATTEMPT TO TAKE AWAY THE PRIV- 
ILEGES OF THE ‘FRISCO ROAD. 


The Resolation Intreduced in the Council 
by Mr. Stone—The Damage It Would Cause 
to Railroad Property — Attorney O'Day 
Talks About the Matter. 


The meeting of the City Council last night

The ordinance also provides that before the 
railway company shali close these streets it 
must file with the City Register a certificate of 
the Vity Counselor that thej property cone: 
nated in these sections has been acquired in 
the manner required by the ordinance. 

‘‘In accordance with this provision, and 
within the time prescribed the railway 
company filed the certificate of Counselor 
Bell to the effect that it had acquired the proper- 
ty fronting on each side of Cerre street, between 

reifth and Tenth streets in city blocks 433, 
439, 433, and 432 to the depth of at icast 200 feet, 
except that part of the same owned and occu- 
pied by railway companies and used for rail- 
road purposes, or obtained the writ- 
ten consent of the owners of the property 
granting tothe raifway company the use of 
the streets forthe purpose mentioned in the 
ordinance, and that the railway company had 
also acquired by purchase or condemnation 
the title to the north half of city blocks 419, 422 
and 429 in the city of St. Louis. 

‘‘This was all the property which the ordi- 
nance required the railway company to ac- 

uire in order to authorize it to construct its 

~ y depot and lay down and maintain its 
road. 
‘*The ’Frisco makes its connection between 
Tayon avenue and Eleventh street by using a 
portion ofthe Missouri Pacific Raitway Com- 
pany’s tracks, for which it has a written 
agreement for a qf mg +g ‘ 

‘The position taken by the committee is* 
that because the Frisco has leased this track in- 
stead of constructing it,that it has thereby for- 
feited the entire property ; not only that leased, 
but that constructed and built, including its 
freight depot,and that thesame may be torn up 
and the streets reopened,aithough the railway 
company owns ail the property on each side of 
ite track and depot, andthe work of closing 
the streets and laying the tracks was done 
with the approval of the Board of Public lm- 
provements. 

‘“Lhisis simply an attempt to compel the 
‘*Frisco’’ to submitto the destruction of its 
terminal facilities by the construction of the 
surface tracks alongside them on Cerre street, 
and in front on Seventh street, in accordance 
with the bill now before the Council authoriz- 
ing the Iron Mountain Railway Company to 
extend its tracks to a connection with the 
Union Depot. 

‘*‘The streets closed by the freight depot of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Com- 
pany were never used by the public; they ran 
simply from Gratiot street across one block 
into a neéet-work of railroad tracks 
at Cerre street, composing the Union 
Depot, Missouri Pacific and the tun- 
nel terminal yards. However, the City 
Council so jealously gua:ded the rights of the 
city, that before it would permit the closing of 
them, although they were not used, it required 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Com- 
pany to buy the north half of these blocks and 
upon the west of these streets back to the 
next street. 

‘‘The ‘Frisco did this and upon the west of 
of the depot opened anew street, and also 
widened Cerre street by building their depot 
twenty feet from the street line. 

VALUABLE PROPERTY. 

‘‘The property which this ordinance would 
destroy and tear up cost the ’Frisco a million 
and a half doliars, and would wipe out 
its terminals in the city and leave 
3,000 miles of road owned by 
the ’Frisco, which includes pee-balt 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad, in which it 
has an undivided half interest, without any 
means of doing businessin the city. Yet the 
gentioman who introduced this bili and de- 
mands that these tracks by torn up and streets 
which were never used for travel reopened, 
although the ‘Frisco owns the property, 
is willing to allow the laying of surface tracks 
by the lron Mountain lway Company, which 

ready has large terminals in St. Louis, across 
and along the main thoroughfares of the city 
sO as to destroy property and jeopardize the 
lives of the people and mar and deface the city. 

**Another point,’’ said Mr. O’ Day, ‘‘is this: 
In consideration of granting these m e fa- 
cilities to the ’Frisco upon its purchasing all 
the property on both sides of the street, the 
’Frisco agreed to reduce’ the existing rates on 
suburban travel 50 per cent, which it did, 
Before the construction of the ‘Frisco a 
passenger was obliged to pay 30 «cents 
to Webster and 20 cents to Benton; now 
the fares to these stations has been 
reduced to less than one-half. The 
mtn he fare to Benton, one of the 
principal suburbs forthe laboring classes, is 
only 4 cents, or about three-quarters of a cent 

er mile. The ’Frisco also reduced switching 

$1 a car; and also built a number of depote 
for the benefit of the working classes who had 
occasion 7 ape the road as @ means ot going to 
and from their suburban homes. 

‘*If Mr. Stone should carry out his purpose 
in destroying the ’Frisco’s terminals, we 
would soon see suburban fares go up to where 
the Missouri Pacific had them before the con- 
struction af the Frisco Road and the cost of 
switching doubled.’’ 

An effort was made to see Mr. Stone, who 
introduced the resolution, but he could not 
be found.

ABBEY TALKS, 


The Pushing Manager Tells About His Sea- 
son and Pians. 

Mr. Henry E. Abbey of New York, whose 

name has been connected as manager with the 

most prominent foreign theatrical attractions 

that have visited this country of late years, 

arrived at the Southern this morning. In dress 


and general appearance the noted young man- 
ager is very much like a swell a charac- 
ter. He is slightly above medium height, has 
a long, dark, drooping mustac and 
wears his black hair rather long 
and = bushy in the back, something 
on the style of John W. Norton the locai mana- 
ger. Toa PosT-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Abbey 
stated that he had come on from New York to 
in the Mary Anderson Company and that 
e would eee | complete 
their tour h them. He 
was quite entnusiastic over Miss Anderson’s 
success, saying that she had played to large 
business in every place at which she had ap- 
peared with the exception of Cincin- 
nati, where business was only fair. Mr. 
Abbey was not inclined to accept Lucy Hoop- 
er’s opinion that Sarah Bernhardt was a failure 
in Marion Delorme. He thought that Sarah was 
as gee an actress as ever, and prophecied 
that her trip to this country next year would 
be as successful artistically and Saeeeny 
as when she was last here, ‘‘I think that 
shall confine myself, in a business way, to the 
management of Bernhardt next year. It pays 
bétter to handle but one attraction at a time. 
1 do not know that Bernhardt will play in this 
city. We open in Mexico, thence to Havana 
and New Orieans and then East.’’ 

Mr. Abbey said that asa manager he would 
be glad toreturn tothe old stock-company 
system of runninga theater, for the reason 
that it was much cheaper in the end. 
He thought the experiment too danger- 
ous, however, to attempt. In his 
opinion, the public would not 
stand the old slipshod manner of presenting 
attractions, and cited in proof of his statement 
the fact that the few theaters in which the plan 
had been tried during the present season had 
not met with the conspicuous success antici- 
pated. 

‘*‘The stage has not. degenerated un- 
der the combination system,’’ said 
he. ‘On the contr I think that 
plays are presented to-day with better 
actors, better scenery and more attention to 
detail than they were when stock companies 
put them on. You may take ~ play 
on the road now, and t is 
put on the stage with especial 
attention to its strong points because it fre- 
quently happens that the manager has to de- 
pend upon it to carry him through. Whereas 
with a stock company already employed, the 
manager would have to shift as best he could 
with the material on hand. No, sir; the gen- 
eral tone of the stage is higher at present than 
ever before.’’ 

With regard to his. English company, Mr. 
Abbey said that they were considered first- 
class, and that he paid very high salaries to 
secure them. They had been playing with Miss 
Anderson and understood what was wanted.

THE LOCAL FIGHT. 

The shape which the surface-track ques- 
tion assumed yesterday should be a sig- 
nificant warning to the public how little 
their interests are considered in such 
cases, The question has now narrowed 
down to a bitter war between two rival 
railroad corporations, each one looking 
out only for its own selfish ends. The in- 
fluence of the ’Frisco Road has been 
arrayed against the influence of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system, and the latter has 
openly taken the aggressive in a game 
of bulldozing which claims special atten- 
tion. It was announced in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH yesterday on good authority that 
the surface-track people would take a sur- 
face track or nothing, and this announce- 
ment was confirmed by Mr. Hoxie in his 
conference with the Merchants’ Exchange 
Committee. He is said to have added that 
he would use the Poplar street track for all 
itis worth. Ill-natured people might con- 
strue this remark into a threat that the 
Poplar street crossings would be system- 
atically blocked, as is done with the cross- 
ings west of Eighteenth street. This view 
of the probable course of the struggle is 
sustained by the action of Mr. Stone in 
the Council in introducing his bill calling 
for aggressive waron the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railway. 

THE situation offers a very poor pros- 
pect for any legislation being based on the 
needs, wishes or rights of the citizens. 
There is no telling what will be the out- 
come of the struggle, but there is one 
thing against which all decent citizens 
should protest and that is against the City 
of St. Louis being made a cats-paw of by a 
corporation, and against the Municipal 
Assembly being wielded as a club ina 
corporation fight.

GREEK GIPTS. 

The gravest objection to the application 
of Federal money to school purposes in 
the several States is that such an exten- 
sion of the scope and purpose of Federal 
taxation is a startling stride toward the 
consolidation of National and local func- 
tions in one government. If other States 
must pay an extra tax to provide schools 
for some States that are said to be too 
poor to pay for the education of their own 
people, all class as well be taxed to 
relieve the poorer States of any other 
local burden which each State is rightfully 
and customarily expected to bear for its 
own sake. Local self-government could 
not long survive such an innovation, and 
one of the firstof the resulting mischiefs 
would be a pernicious habit of reliance on 
the Federal authority and a gradual 
abandonment of -State effort. Self- 
reliance, self-help is what has made our 
people great and progressive. It is best 
to let each State work outits own career. 
There is not a State but can better afford 
to educate its people than to leave them 
illiterate or teach them to depend on the 
tax-payers of other States for the means of 
supporting their schools. The States that 
are simply unwilling to educate their peo- 
ple, or are indifferent on the subject, would 
probably produce very poor results with 
the money given them. Come easy, go 
easy. States that provide ample school 
facilities for their own people should not 
be taxed to educate the people of other 
States that are clearly able, if they were 
only willing, to pay the cost themselves. 
State school funds are raised as a matter 
of local economy and welfare—for a purely 
State purpose—and to devote National 
money to any such purpose is a dangerous 
innovation. If there is no school money 
for the negroes of South Carolina or Mis- 
sissippi they can emigrate to Texas, whose 
schools are better endowed than those of 
any other State, and in whose broad and 
fertile area there is room for many mill- 
ions more of laborers. Why should the 
Federal Government interfere and spend 
its money to keep them where they are?

immemorial common-law restrictions ap- 
plied to other common carriers by the 
courts must not be applied to railroads, 
and that railroad property, acquired in 
the exereise of eminent domain and de- 
voted to @ public use, is or should be 
clothed with all the privileges and im- 
munities of private property and private 
business, as well as with the peculiar and 
exclusive privileges conferred by charter. 

But against all of these preposterous 
claims the courts have decided so often 
that they are now recognized only as 
apologies for persistent law-breaking by 
monopolists. A common carrier who owes 
nothing to the State fora charter or for 
any exercise of eminent domain, who has 
simply paid for a license to devote his 
private property to a public use, thereby 
surrenders his right to charge all he can 
get or all the traffic will bear, and the 
courts thenceforward, under the common 
law, restrict his charges toa reasonable 
compensation and compel him to serve all 
customers alike. The same law is inva- 
riably applied for a much stronger reason 
to railroads, but its penalties and reme- 
dies are too feeble to restrain them. 

As for the justice or public policy of 
permitting a railroad to charge more for 
a short haul than for a longer haul which 
includes the shorter, that is not an open 
queation. ‘The Constitution of the State 
forbids it. The statutes forbid it. That 
itis done, nevertheless, with impunity is 
accounted for by the appearance of such 
articles as we have quoted fromin the 
party organ of our State Government, 
edited by the brother-in-law of Senator 
COCKRELL, the Clerk of our Supreme 
Court. Do they propose to repeal these 
provisions of the Constitution and laws, 
or will they be content merely with sanc- 
tioning and approving continued viola- 
tions of them? Is the judicial, as well as 
the other departments of the State Gov- 
ernment, a consenting party to this ddc- 
trine that it is right for railroads to put 
money in their big iron safes by flagrant 
violations of law?

Epison, the inventor, whose patents 
have conferred vast wealth upon him, 
expresses the opinion that the United 
States Supreme Court will hold that a 
patent not only confers a monopoly for 
seventeen years of the right to manufact- 
ure, vend or use the patented article, 
but also exempts the public use of said 
article from the regulation to which all 
private property devoted to a public useis 
subject. He says that if the United States 
Supreme Court upholds the Indiana de- 
cision in the telephone case, and the 
patentee is no longer permitted to extort 
all he can get for the use of his inven- 
tion, the progress of invention will 
be checked in this country, as it has 
been in England, by laws limiting 
the amount that may be extorted from 
the public. He saysit would be hopeless 
to attempt to raise capital for an inven- 
tion if Legislatures can fix the compen- 
sation for the use of the patent. If Mr. 
EDISON is unwilling to trust either the 
justice or the liberality of American 
Legislatures in this respect, he should at 
least be able to show one instance in 
which injustice or illiberality has been in- 
flicted by legislation in regard to patented 
articles. The tendency has been alto- 
gether the other way, and patent monopo- 
lies have been extended again and again 
for the benefit of companies already made 
enormously rich by them.

Russia’s Newspaper Autocrat.

Ivan Axsakoffi, who died at Moscow recently, 
was the journalistic Garibaldi of Russia. He 
was the only man in Russia stronger than the 
Ozar, who had to follow where Aksakoff led. 
Aksakoff was the author of the last war against 
Turkey, and Gen. Skobeleff was his military 
lieutenant. Aksakoff’s flerce attacks on the 
Czar’s policy in the present Bulgarian imbrog- 
lio brought nine warnings from the press cen- 
sor, all of which the editor ofthe Russ disre- 
garded. As Aksakoff was the head and leader 
of Russian Pan-Slavism, it would be danger- 
ous to suppress him, so he died of heart dis- 
ease, like Skobeleff, and the Russ will appear 
nomore. The special correspondent of the 
London News says he has been shown proof 
by a distinguished member of the Russian Pan- 
Slavist party that‘‘Aksakoff was murdered as 
Gen. Skobeleff had been.’’ The informant de- 
clared that both murders were accomplished 
by the German faction, acting at the beck of 
Prince Bismarck.

The question of the liabilities of the late 
Government of Burmah is engaging the at- 
tention of Mr. Bernard. The total liabilities 
of the State and of the King and Queen 
amount to about 12 lacs of rupees or about 
twomonths of the entire publie revenue of 
the country. No distinction was made be- 
tween the public expenditure and that of the 
King. All taxes were received by the King for 
his own absolute use, uncontrolled and unfet- 
tered by any law, rule or custom, The expendi- 
ture of the ex-King and Queen in the matter of 
jewelry and trinkets has been extravagant, 
but with this exception the Court of Mandalay 
appears to have been frugally managed, and 
the royal domains of lands which now belong 
to the Government of India largely exceed in 
value the debts of the Stete and sovereign. 
The value of the property found in the palace 
has been very much below what was antici- 
pated. Just before the arrival of the British 
forces a large quantity of money an d some of 
the most valuable jewels were removed from 
the palace, and on the morning of the 20th of 
November the palace was looted for some 
hours by a mob of Burmese women, number- 
ing several hundred. The local traders have 
been reaping a rich harvest, and from this fact 
rubies and diamonds worth hundreds of rupees 
are being sold for a song. It is undecided 
whether the troops will receive ‘‘batta’’ or 
be allowed to retain the property captured in 
the palace. 


The land agitation in Wales is not likely to 
lead to the overthrow ofthe British Empire. 
At worst, it can but, amount to a very small 
storm in an infinitesimal tea-cup, which,at its 
worst, can only bubble a little over the brim. 
Undoubtedly, the Welsh farmers have griev- 
ances; almost every one who holds a 
plat of land in any part of Great 
Britain has. Between the tithes and 
the rents, the grasping landlords and the 
heartless agents of the clergy, the poverty and 
worn-out condition of the land andthe un- 
certainties of the British climate, they are 
lucky in being able to live from hand to 
mouth, orindeed to live atall. No one can 
biame them for demanding a redress of their

The 
game, varied with frequent intervals for re- 
freshment, was keptup till8a.m., when the 
host wished his visitors good-night, and they 
left in a quiet and peaceable manner, remark- 
ing thatifthey were treated as well every- 
where they went they would be very well sat- 
isfied.

ODD SOUTHERNISMS, 
A Few Examples of Quaint Sayings in South 


8. Pardee in Dixie. —" 


Some years ago Richard Grant White 
wrote a delightfully interesting book on 
Americanisms. He _— well have 
divided the subject intotwo parts: Yan- 
keeisms and Southernisms. Absolute cor- 
rectness in pronunciation or in the forma- 
tion of sentences is a most difficuls acoom- 
plishment, and few there be, either North 
or South, who have reached such a degree 
of perfection that no exceptions ean be 
taken by ‘‘carping critics’ to their utter- 
ances. In the matter of pronunciation the 
times are — and one can scarcely 
keep pace wit © innovations being 
introduged by the leading orthoepists. 

The purpose of this paper is, however, 
to present, in a succinct ein a few of the 
quaintnesses of pronuncia ion and con- 
struction held to by the Southern people 
asa class. Among these the at 
comes to mind is the custom of omitting 
the last two letters of such words ds 
‘‘more,’’ ‘‘store,’’ ‘‘four”—which are 
pronounced ‘*mo,”? ‘*sto’? and ‘*‘fo,” 

‘What o’clock is it?’ you ask a Caro- 
linian, and ten to one he tells you it is

our, 

Another common Southernism is the use 
use of ‘‘like as. if,’’ or ‘‘like,’’ for the 
words ‘‘as if.’’ ‘‘She looked like she knew 
me’ is a common expression,. or ‘‘she 
looked like as if she’d die,.’’ This is very 
common in Washington, and in all the 
States south of Mason and Dickson’s line. 

The word ‘‘funny” is frequently used 
instead of strange, and sometimes with 
startling effects. A young Southern girl 
was Visiting us once, and a caller was 
telling of the death of her mother through 
swallowing a fishbone. ‘‘Oh! wasn’t it 
funny?’ exclaimed our visitor, at the 
Close of the narrative. ‘‘] think you 
mean strange,” said the caller, as soon as 
she recovered from the astonishment. 
Our girl friend has never used the word 
‘*funny”’ since. 

If you happened to hear anybody say 
‘*rye cheer” you will know it is intended 
to mean “right here.” For instance: A 
South Carolianian will say: ‘‘Where was 
hé atlast night?’’ and his fellow citizen 
will say, ‘‘He staid rye cheer with me.” 
eeee-promounced in one syllable—is not 
& Russian word, as might be supposed; it 
means ‘‘Do you hear?’’ and is usually ad- 
dressed to servants in this form: ‘‘You, 
Jim! Bring in that wood, djear?’ 

‘*To get to go’’ is essentially a Georgia 
expression. They say: ‘‘Do, don’t fail to 
come to-night,’’ ¢nd the reply is: ‘*‘I’ve 
tried to get to go {three weeks, now, so I 
I reckon I’ll be there t’night.” The ex- 
pression ‘*‘Do don’t’? is heard in Georgia 
and South Carolina, butrarely elsewhere. 
One of the most laughable things you ever 
heard is the peculiar pronunciation of the 
word “about.” It is impossible to ex- 

ress the South Carolinian’s pronuncia- 
ion phonetically. It sounds like abaout 
—pronounced very quickly in three sylla- 
bles. “Quare,’’ for ‘‘quecr,’’ is another 
word. The use of “reckon’’ for ‘‘pre- 
sume’’ is said to have been derived from 
the Yankees, as was the expression ‘ ‘right 
smart” for the word ‘*‘much.’’ 

In imitation of English, perhaps, is the 
custom of saying ‘‘I’ve got it’’ for ‘I 
have it,’’ and the general use of the word 
‘‘eot” where it is quite unnecessary. Also 
English is the use of “obliged,” as “‘I am 
obliged to do it” for ‘‘I must do it;’’ ‘‘he 
is obliged to go’’ for ‘‘he must go.’’ Am- 
biguity of expression is too prevalent in 
Dixie, and too many people sacrifice sense 
for sound. 

Low-country Recwrs and the residents of 
Middle South Carolina say ‘*vee-arden’’ 
for ‘‘garden,’’ ‘‘gee-yard”’ for “guard,’’ 
with the hard sound of ag” So, too, 
with such words as *‘card,” *‘car,’’ and 
‘‘cart,’’ into which is introduced the 
sound of ‘‘kee,” to take the place of the 
first consonant, thus: ‘‘Kee-ard,’’ ‘‘*kee- 
ar,’’ ‘*kee-art.’’ 

he use of delightful for delicious in 
such a sentence as ‘*The ice cream is de- 
lightful,’’ is verycommon. ‘Pretty’? is 
a word very often misused, for instance: 
‘*Isn’t this a pretty day ?’—and this error 
is avery general one. North Carolinians 
say the scenery is ‘‘pretty’—meaning 
picturesque; the day is ‘‘pretty”—mean- 
ing fine, and thata person’s manners are 
ie pretty 7 menning well-bred. 

‘You all,” or, as it should be abbre- 
viated, ‘‘y’all,” is one of the most ridicu- 
lous of all the Southernisms I can call to 
mind. It usually means two or more per- 
sons, but is sometimes used when only one 
person is meant. For instance, a caller, 
on taking her departure, says: “Y’all 
must come to see us.’”? She means the 
lady upon whom she is calling and her 
husband may call. 

The Yankees have quite as many ridicu- 
lous figures of speech as those I have 
mentioned as peculiarly Southern, and it 
will be reserved for another paper to pre- 
sent the oddities of Yankee conversation. 
In the meantime every true-hearted 
Southerner who reads these lines will de- 
clare that he never used any of these 
Southernisms,and will be just as honest in 


way.”

GLADSTONE ON EVOLUTION, 


An Interesting Passage from the Prime Min- 
ister’s Reply to Prof. Huxley, 
From the Popular Science Monthly. 

And now one word on the subject of evo- 
lution. I cannot follow Mr. Huxlev in 
his minute acquaintance with Indian 
sages, and [am not aware that evolution 
has a place in the greater number of 
the schools of Greek philosophy. Nor can 
I comprehend the rapidity with which 

ersons of authority have cometotreatthe 

arwinian hypothesis as having reached 
the fina lstage of demonstration. To 
the eye of a  looker-on _ their 

ace and method seem too much 

ike a_ steeplechase. But this may 
very well be due to their want of appro- 

riate knowledge and habits of thought. 

‘or myself, in my loose and uninformed 
way of looking at evolution, I feel only too 
much biased in its favor by what I con- 
ceive to be its relation to the great argu- 
ment of design. 

Notthat I sbare the horror with which 
some men of science appear to contem- 
plate a multitude of what they term “‘sud- 
den’’ acts of creation. All things con- 
sidered, a singular expression; but one, I 
suppose, meaning the act which produces, 
in the region of nature, something not re- 
lated by an unbroken succession of meas- 
ured and equable stages to what has gone 
before it. But what has equality or brevity 
of stage to do with the question bow far 
the act is creative? I fail to see, or in- 
deed am somewhat disposed to deny, that 
the short stage is less creative than the 
long, the single than the manifold, the 
equable than thejointed or graduated 
stage. Evolution is, to me, series with de- 
velopment. And like series in mathe- 
matics, whether arithmetical or geomet- 
rical, it establishes in things and un- 
broken progression; it places each thing 
(if only it stand the test of ability to live) 
in a distant relation to every other thing, 
and makes each a witness to all that have 

receded it, a prophecy of all that are to 

ollow it. It gives to the argument of 
design, now called the teleological argu- 
ment, at once a wider expansion and an 
augmented tenacity and solidity of tissue.

A Learned Pauper’s End, 
From the Springfield Republican. 

Dr. P. W. Moshlech, scientist and 
linguist, died at the Erie (Pa.) County 
Almshouse on Saturday in his 79th year. 
It is asad necessity that forced this man 
of science, this master of ten languages 
and once the friend and associate of some 
of the most learned men in Europe to pass 
his declining years as a pauper. Soon 
after he had entered the almshouse he 
gave occasional lectures before the Erie 
National Historical Society and prepared 
several young men for college. Dr. Mosh- 
lech was born in Prussia, graduated with 
high honors from the university at 
Bonn, made medicine a _ specialty, 
and for some _ years ractised in 
Paris. He then turned his attention 
first to science and then to the languages, 
numbering among his friends Darwin, 
Hugo, Alexander Dumas, and scores of 
prominent men. Dr. Moshlech visited 
America at the opening of the war, and 
was made professor of Greek and Hebrew 
in Bethany College in West Virginia, a 
position he held but a short time.on ac- 
count of the war excitement. He then 
returned to the practice of medicine, first 
in Ohio and then in Pennsylvania in vari- 
ous places, supplementing his revenue by 
writing for scientific publications. He 
made a voyage to the Sandwich Islands, 
and while there compiled a dictionary of 
the Hawaiian Islands. But during his 
career he made no phic en for his age 
and when his medica poi dropped o 
he was forced to knock at the door of a 
poor-house.

THE KEITH INQUEST. 


Dr. E. H. Coates Held for the Murder of 
the Old Man. 

The inquest upon the body of Amos B. Keith, 
who was killed day before yesterday at Pine 
street, by Dr. E. H. Coates, was concluded at 
alate hour yesterday.

The Death of the Bohemian, Artist, Littera- 
teur, Playwright, Critic, Comedienne. 
Nym Crinkle in the WORLD. 

On Monday last a little funeral cortege 
wound along the frosty road in the hills of 
Greenwich onthe Upper Hudson. It was a 
bitter cold day, and there were only afew 
persons in the procession. They were on 
their way to bury Laura Don—only a little 
while ago a reigning belie of the stage, a the- 
atrical wit who had earned the title of ‘* Little 
de Stael’’ in the studios; artist, litterateur, 
playwright, critic, comedienne, She had been 
dying for some time of consumption, aimost 
entirely deserted by her old companions, hid- 
den away there in the Highlands with her 


! mother. 


Those who remember her brilliant play, 
‘*The Daughter of the Nile,’’ produced five or 
six years ago at the Standard, will reeail the 
dreamy pathos of the first act, in which the 
heroine, wandering among those very hills, 
picks the poppies and talks to the gravestones, 
and how, sad and tired, she put the somnolent 
flowers under her head for a pillow there in 
the sunset and went off to sleep repeating the 
lines as the yellow rays died out and left her:

WINTER WHEAT. 


THE CONDITION OF THE GROWING CROP 
EXCELLENT. 


Reports from Different States on Crop Pros- 
pects Carefully Prepared. 


The Cole Brothers Commission Company 
lately sent out inquiries to their numerous 
correspondents throughout the West regard- 
ing the present condition and prospects of the 
growing winter wheat crop. Answers have 
been received from quite a large number, 
though full returns are not yet all in. These 
replies come from different seetions of Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, lowa and 
Nebraska, and so faras received give a good 
idea of the present standing of the plant in 
these States. So far the condition of 
winter wheat appears to be all that could be 
wished for. In these returns there is an 
almost complete unanimity in reporting the 
condition of the crop as good. In many places 
it is said to be never better at this time of the 
year than itnowis. Nearly allthese reports 
go to show that the crop went into the winter 
in excellent shape and was well covered with 
snow during the severe weather. Itis gener- 
ally known nowthat the damage and short 
crop of 1885 was injured early in the season 
and was not winter killed. Thus the 1886 crop 
has the advantage of having passed through a 
severe winter and come out strong, healthy 
and well grown in the = spring. Next

A Salary of 84,000 Would Bring Him to 
St. Louis—Mr. Lucas May Charge 25 Cents 
Admission to League Games — Rowing 
Matters—Sporting Notes—Gossip and Per-

Two weeks ago the telegraph wires of the 
country were kept busy ticking away the news 
on all sides that Bobby Caruthers, the pitcher 
for the St. Louis Browns, had concluded to go 
out of the base-ball business and to take a 
protracted trip to Europe.

A PERFECT SUCCESS. 


Official Tests of Della Torre’s Echo Fog Sig- 
nal at Fort Carroll, 
By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

BALTIMORB, February 27.—The echo fog sig- 
nal of Della Torre of Baltimore was tested 
near Fort Carroll Wednesday, and yesterday 
Commander Hoff, Lieut.W.H. Read and Lieut. 
J. M. Keys, U. 8. A., appointed by the Navy 
Department for the purpose, conducted the 
experiment. The officers, with the inventor, 
cruised about in asteam tug. The outfit of 
Delia Torre consisted of a single-barreled 
breech-loading gun, onthe muzzle of which 
he pushed a funnel, giving it the ap- 
pearance of an old-time blunderbuss, and 
a box of cartridges and a tripod. Fort Car- 
roll was the first object brought under fire ata 


range of about half amile. Promptly on the 
discharge of the gun with the trumpetlike 
muzzie the echo came back tothose onthe 
tug, and was heard distinctly without the 
aid of the receiver. When a boat came in be- 
tween the fort and the tug and the time of fir- 
ing two echoes were distinctly heard, the 
fainter one being from the intervening vessel. 
Della Torre explained that in favorable 
weather he had heardthe echo with the unas- 
sisted ear four miles. 

The steam whistle was then tried, and the 
echo sent back from the fort was by no means 
as good asthat from the gun. Four or five 
shots, at a distance of about a mile, were fired 
toward the steamer Emma, on her way to Bal- 
timore, all of which sent back echoes plainly 
heard. One ofthe most striking experiments 
was 

FIRING AT SPAR BUOYS, 

which are about eight inches in diameter. 
They gaye back a clear, weil-defined echo un- 
like the others. It wonld be a gréat advan- 
tage toa ship to be ableto locate buoys in 
a fog, or at night, for on 
reaching one she would know her bearings. 
At sea a better defined echo is given than when 
nearer shore, The charges of powder used in 
the experiments are suchas would be put in 
a pistol, the larger the charge the greater the 
echo. Commander Hoff said that he could tell 
by the difference in the echo whether the 
sound had struck on a soft body, such as sails 

or a hard stationary body that is on the shore. 
The commission will report f\worably and ad- 
vise more extended experiments. It is sug- 
gested that an officer be detalled to try this 
method of collecting sound on board a Cnited 
States man-of-war through the different 
changes of weather, complete apparatus being 
provided for the purpose.

[Second notice—From the Reformation to Gathe.] 
Between the years 1533 and 1530, after the 

storms of the Retormation had somewhat sub- 
sided, five novels were introduced from France 
and soon attained great popularity. These 
weré amongst the first attempts at fiction 
writing inthe history of literature, and in- 
cluded the tale of the heathen giant ‘'Fiera- 
bras’’ and that ofthe four ‘‘Haimonskinder,’’ 
stories of fighting and bloodshed, full of wild 
force and rude poetry, reflexions of a bygone 
barbarous age, which appealed to the rude 
taste of the present period. Besides these two 
tales there were the romances of ‘‘Kaiser Oc- 
tavianus’’ and ‘‘Wie Schone Magelone’’’’ tell- 
ing of separation and reunion, and lastly ‘‘Rit- 
ter Galmy,’’ a tale of injured innocence fully 
triumphant. 

Soon after this the first step in original novel- 
writing was taken by Yorg Wickrane of Col- 
mar. e was a most active writer, &@ master 
singer, a dramiatist, acollector of tales, a mor- 
alist, and fora long time the only original 
novel-writer in Germany. His four stories 
were written between the years 1551 and 1556. 
Wickrane wrote for the youth of Germany from 
his own provincial and bourgeois point of 
view. Itis not love and chivalrous life that 
interests him most,but marriage and the bring- 
ing up of children, even when he transports 
his characters to distant regions and makes 
them go through romantic adventures, their 
speech and their sentiments still remain those 
of German burghers. His works bear the samc 
relation to the borrowed romances of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries that the or- 
iginal narratives of the thirteenth cen- 
tury bore to the classic chivalrous epics. 

After Wickrane foreign elements again began 
to intrude and translations of classical French 
and Italian romances were offered to the Ger- 
man public. The long-winded romance of 
‘*Amadis of Gaul’’ in particular, with its ex- 
aggerated form of chivalry, its conventional 
gallantry, its affected and stilted style, its long 
moralizings—in short with its general artifi- 
ciality, won the hearts of the German nobility. 
Between the years 1569 and 1594 it was ex- 
panded to twenty-four volumes. 

Meanwhile in Germany itself new popular 
romances had sprung upinthe form of col- 
lections of short tales of similar purport, 
which were attributed to one author often of 
an historical character. The literary worth of 
all these worksis very small. The Schiid- 
burger stands relatively highest among them. 
It is better put together than any of 
the others, and it shows the hand of 
a cultivated author who was, however, un- 
able to adhere consistently to his first inten- 
tions, or to express his ideas in lively narra- 
tive. Of these stories, those which centered 
round Faust were alone destined to have a 
great future. Eulenspiegel, the Finken-ritter, 
andthe Schildburger, and ali those jesters, 
clowns and wags aimed only at satisfying the 
fun-loving tendency of the age, but the story 
of Faust contained food for more serious 
minds. Faust represents the attitude of the 
Reformation towards science, and the pleas- 
ures of the senses, in fact, towards the secu- 
lar world in general. 

There was an historical Faust whose life can 
be traced in the records of his contempora- 
ries from the year 1507 till after 1530. He wasa 
man oflicentious character, who traveled about 
as a magician, astrologer and soothsayer, and 
boasted of being able to work all the miracles 
of Christ. He bad been seen in many places, 
and men believed that he was finally carried 
off od the devil, who accompanied him dur- 
ing his lifetimein the form of a black dog. 
Stories were told of him such as were told in 
the Middie Ages of Simon Magus, of Albertus 
the Great, and others. The man of science 
was ot igre supposed to be endowed with a 
magical power over nature, a power 
given, not by God; but by the devil. 
But the Faust of the legend is 
not only a magician, but also a classical 
seholar. Heconjures up Helen of Troy from 
the lower world in order to enjoy life with 
her, and the child that she bears him reveals 
to him many future events that are to come to 
pass in all countries. He takes to himself 
eagie’s wings and wishes to explore all the 
depths of heaven and earth. He defies God 
like the ancient Titans, who stormed heaven. 
His defiance has its source in the Popish re- 
ligion. The corruption which Faust has wit- 
nessed in Rome had hardened him in his sins. 
In fact, the Faust of the legend is the exact 
contrast to Luther. Luther believes where 
Faust doubts. Luther reverences the Script- 
ures, but Faust waves them aside. Luther 
distrusts reason: Faust isan independent in- 
quirer. Luther struggles with the -devil and 
triumphs over him, while Faust succumbs to 
his power. 

The rise of modern German literature is con- 
nected with the seven-years’ war, just asthe 
rise of middle High-German chivalrous poetry 
was connected with the first Italian campaign 
of Frederick Barbarossa. When Frederick the 
Great began to reign Gotteched was the lead- 
ing German writer; when he died, Goethe was 
preparing for his Italian journey and was just 
completing his Tphigenie. This interval of 
forty-six years isa period of unparalleled liter- 
ary and esthetic progress, and though per- 
sonally the King held rather aloof from the 
movement yet his home and foreign policy 
contributed powerfully to its advancement. 
Everywhere we find traces of his influence; 
everywhere men’s eyes were fixed upon one 
whoeould so stir their minds and stimulate 
their zeal, who could incite other rulers to 
follow his example, and awaken even the ad- 
miration of his enemies. 

Among the most noted writers of the 
eighteenth century, previous to the advent of 
Goethe, was Lessing, whose literary career 
was contemporaneous with Klopstock and 
Wieland. These Saxon pots were thoroughly 
moralized writers, good-natured, self-satis- 
fied and as correct in their style asin their re- 
ligious and political opinions; they lived as 
peaceable citizens, without struggles, with- 
out conflicts, happy in their mediocrity, and 
like quiet settlers cultivated their small field 
with industry and understanding. Lessing, 
on the contrary, was full of the spirit of en- 
terprise and far from being a peaceabie na- 
ture, was inclined to assail mediocrity and 
gave no quarter. 

It is therefore all the more to his honor that 
he was_never revolutionary in his proceed-

In later years he almost revolutionized the 
literature of his decade, and with his Wolfen- 
butteler precipitated a crisis in the history of 
Protestant theology and of the Protestant 
Church, In 1778 silence was imposea upon 
him by acommand from Bruhswick, and the 
right of free publication was withdrawn from 
him. He had to lay down the weapons of 
theological warfare and resorted instead to his 
old poetical weapons. In the same year, 1778, 
Voltaire died, and Lessing wrote the following 
epitaph upon his sometime friend: 


Here lieth one who if ye truly prate 

Ye pious folk, here lieth all too late. 

Forgive his Henriade, 0 God of Mercies; 

Forgive his tragedies and little verses. 

I will not ask forgiveness for the rest 

Of what he wrote, for that was much the best. 

Lessing was a true and resolute man in an 

effeminate age. He was capable of tender 
feelings himself and of love and - fe ogg for 
others, but he had no desire to let the world 
look into his heart. Not sentiment nor subtle 
reasoning, but action seemed to him to be the 
trueend of man. *** He considered action 
to be the highest theme of poetry, and the 
drama, which represents action most graphic- 
ally, the highest form of poetry. When we re- 
flect on his impetuous activity, his restiess- 
ness, his delight in animated conversation, his 
readiness to engage in controversy, his Pro- 
testant zeal for truth, and then remember that 
he was alsoaciassical scholar, a patriot, an 
enemy of tyrants who refused patronage, and 
worked on in the present, careless of the 
future, itseemed to usasthough Ulrich Von 
Hutten had appeared again in him, only under 
a more gentie and agreeable aspect. 


Also contemporaneous with the German 
Shakspeare and closely connected with him 
in literature and friendship were Moser and 
Herder. In May, 1773, asmall, badly printed, 
anonymous book appeared, entitled, ‘‘On 
German Style and Art—A Few Fly-Sheets.’’ 
It contained essays by three different writers, 
Justus Moser contributing a highly original 
sketch of German history, in which he upheld 
the liberty of the Germans ag a vanished 
ideal. Johann Gottfried Herder, who cele- 
brated the merits of popularsong, advocateda 
collection of the German Volkslieder, extolled 
the greatness of Shakspeare, and prophesied 
the advent of aGerman Shakspeare. Finally 
by that individual himself, otherwise Johann 
Wolfgang Goethe, alawyer on Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, whose name was then on every- 
body’s mouth as the author of ‘‘Gotz von 
Berlichingen,’’ who contributed to the little 
pamphlet an article on architecture. Moser 
was at this time 553 years old, Herder 29 and 
Goethe 24. The two latter had made each 
other’s acquaintance in the autumn of 1770 at 
Strassburg. 


Moser was aman of the older generation,a 
a lawyer, and an official who had long before 
evinced a sympathy with the patriotic ten- 
dencies of German literature. » ME» BRS, 
Born in 1720 at Opuabruck, in the very heart of 
old Saxony, he lived there till 1794, and was 
much esteemed. He devoted himself entirely 
to the study of his immediate 
surroundings and adopted as his 
literary model, the essays on manners 
in the moralizing weekly papers. He ap- 
parently wished to write only for his country- 
men, to report their experience and to teach 
them, but he did this in such a thorough and 
interesting manner and with so much humor 
and irony that his small essays, collected in 
1774, under the title of ‘‘Patriotic Fantasies,’’ 
furnish a perfect treasure of observation, wit 
and reflection of practical, historical and theo- 
retical wisdom. 


Moser’s name is mentioned with equa) re- 
spect by German lawyers, historians and po- 
litical economists. But his conservative atti- 
tude, his respect for existing institutions ana 
his strong veneration of the past put him in 
opposition to the general tendencies of the 
eighteenth century. 

Herder, too, was in opposition to the spirit 
of hisage. He was inclined to look at things 
historically, and the sum and substance of all 
his speculation and writing was, in a word, 
the history of the human spirit. 

Johann Gottfried Herder was the son of a 
schoolmaster, and was born on August 25, 
1744, at Mohrungen, in East Prussia, in the do- 
minions of Frederick the Great. Taught dur- 
ing his earlier yeara by a pedant,then mentally 
enslaved by a priest, it was not till he went to 
the University that he won intellectual free- 
dom. Of a very excitable temperament, he 
early nursed ambitious dreams; as a member 
of the clerical profession, he looked forward 
to influencing the great and raising the com- 
mon people. . 

Herder was a disciple of Hamann, who 
adopted a hostile attitude toward the theol- 
ogy and philosophy of the Rationalists and 
finally became a new prophet of orthodoxy, 
defending faith everywhere against reason and 
asserting the insufficiency of the latter for the 
recognition of the deepest truths. The seeds 
of Hamann’s teaching germinated in Herder 
and through him bore fruit for Goethe.

The Match Between Sullivan and the 
Britisher still a Very Shady Probability— 
Incidents of the Dempsey-McCoy Fight~ 
Joe Illingsworth and His Merits.

PHILADELPHIA, February 25.—One Sunday 
afternoon, about three months ago, I met 
Peter McCoy in the office of the Gilsey House, 
New York, looking for Al. Smith. It was just 
after his fight with the Marine. ‘‘I’m done 
fighting men bigger and heavier than 
I am,’’ said he, ‘‘I won’t fight any one 
else except at weight but Dempsey. 
I’ fight him ifheis as bigas the side ofa 
house.’ Peter was Bore on Jackfor some 
reason or other, hence this avowal. I thinkI 
predicted in these letters, after they were 
matched, that Dempsey would find Peter the 
toughest nut he had yet tackled. Well, my 
prediction was true. When I make one which 
does not turn out so, I will not 
remind you ie ep went over 
from this city for the express purpose of 
reporting the fight, and though there Was not a 
drop of blood spilt nor a black eye given it 
was the most scientific battle I ever saw and 
one of the best contested. The skating-rink 
in which they fought, on Jersey City Heights, 
has a very low roof and is but poorly lit with 
gas. Nearly every other man who attends 
a boxing match in the East is a smoker, 
and consumes On an average about three 
cigars while at a match.

CLEVERLY TRAPPED. 


A New York Broker Robbed of $18,000 by a 
Blackmailing Couple. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, February 27.—The stockbrokers 
are as much a part of Wall street as its paving 
stones. Years ago had one of them thought 
to have an Office in any other part of the town, 
he would have been considered a budding Oo- 
pernicus, nearly ripe fora higher plane, and 
only because he differed from his brethren as 
to the interpretation of the unwritten law re- 
quiring the brokers to have offices inthe im- 
mediate vicinity of the Stock Exchange. Now 
there is scarcely a hotel from Fulton street to 
One Hundred and Twenty-Fifth street that 
does not have its little nook set aside at a sub- 
stantial rental as the branch office of a Wall 
street broker. Several big billiard parlors 
up town have little rooms, provided with 
stock tickers, partitioned off for the brokers, 
and in a building on Nassau street, devoted to 
the sale of tracts and Bibles, there is the same 
thing. All this is to catch transient trade. 
All these branch offices have rich carpets and 
velvet upholstered furniture. Theclerks wear 
the high white chokers of their comrades in 
the street, and the junior partner in charge 
would not be seen without the fashionable 
clothing and jewelry affected by his partner. 
All this has swelled the incomes of the brokers 
but according to a reporter’sinformer the 


new order of things has its drawbacks. 

‘‘Strangers from—heaven alone knows 
where’’ saidabroker, ‘‘stroll in these up- 
town offices. They haven’t any idea of specu- 
lating, but the offices are in the hotels and 
the think they have as much right 
to them as ourselves. This makes access too 
easy, and all sorts of things happen. Fre- 
quently a customer’s coat is carried off by 
these strangers, who evidently are not guests 
at the hotel atalland who know more about 
the town than we do.

Proceedings of the Council and House of 
Delegates Last Night. 

The City Council managed to discuss a vari- 
ety of subjects and to get through a lot of bus- 
iness last night. A resolution was referred 
to the Railway Committee requesting 
the Mayor to initiate the necessary 
proceedings to recover from the 


St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company 
so much of Cerre street as is occupied by the 
Company from Eleventh to Ninth streets, and 
to remove the tracks of the Company now laid 
dcross Eighth street, Ninth street and Tenth 
street, and also to remove that portion ofthe 
freight-house of the Company, built on Eighth 
and Ninth streets and ars in city blocks 419 
and 422, to the end that the highways 
mentioned be restored to the tegee 
Two ordinances were introduced repealing the 
ordinances passed March 22, 1882, and Juneé6, 
1884, conferring the right to lay three tracks on 
the ’Frisco. A resolution making the revenue 
billa special order for Tuesday was passed, 
and a resolution to adjourn sine die March 26 
was referred to the Committee on Ways and 
Means. A bill authorizing the reconstruction 
of the southern portion of the 
Twelfth street bridge was passed. A bill to 
appropriate money for money assessed 
for the opening of Twenty-fourth street from 
Benoist, Ewing and other subdivisions to 
O'Fallon street, returned without recommen- 
dation, aroused a lively debate on assess- 
ments in the old and new city Iimits. 
Mr. Stone res showing the 
decrease in values in the 
old limits $3 ,323 ,090, and an 
increase of $3,397,170 in the new limits. 
The rate of taxation is one-third less in the 
new than in the old limits.

{HE<DIVA RECAPTURES THE HEARTS- OF 
THE PARISIAN PUBLIC. 


Two Concerts in Which She Scored Triamphs 
~The Prima Donna Suffers From Stage 
Fright—Her Superb Vocalism — Revival of 
an Old Play at the Odeon. 


Paris, February 27.—The first two concerts 
of Mme. Patti filled the very large auditorium 
of the Eden Theater from pit to dome. The 
usual appearance of the the hall was very 
much changed, seats having been placed in the 
galleries; aisles and up to the footlights, the 
orchestra being seated on the stage. Both 
programmes were unusually long for Paris, 
and in justice to the manager of the concerts, 
they were more than creditable in quality. 
At the first concert Patti alone was listened to. 
During the other, numbers of people went in, 
came out, talked and laughed as if the music 
was being played in a side building of which 


they had no knowledge. . 
When the last notes of the number previous 


to Mme. Patti’s appearance fell upon the ear 
there came a sudden hush, the 
first glimpse of the scarlet and 
pink dress of the singer caused a flutter of in- 
terest, the moving of chairs, a suppressed 
murmur, alito result in a burst of wild ap- 
plause. Mme. Patti, however, to the aston- 
ishment of those who have listened to her in 
other countries, was almost paralyzed with 
fear. She was very pale. Her gaudy costume, 
unbecoming both in style and color, was pow- 
erless to give tint to her features. When the 
welcome had been tendered,every one seemed 
suddenly to remember the high price of their 
tickets, and they decided to listen before giv- 
ing further demonstration. The selection was 
the cavatina from ‘‘Traviata,’’ a well-known 
theme to the artist. Nevertheless, her breath 
came short and labored. In spite of the mar- 
velous voice and her complete command of her 
vocalization,Patti was not herself.The audience 
saw, however, that there was no weakness, no 
loss of power, and they recalled her again and 
again. Perhaps, too, they were flattered to 
see the discomposure, the evident mo- 
mentary 
FRIGHT OF THE CELEBRATED SINGER. 

In the second selection from ‘‘Linda’’ Patti 
was herself again. She may have sung as 
well, but certainly never better from low note 
to high D flat there was nota trace of weak- 
ness or fatigue. She played with the embel- 
lishments, the stactic, the runs and trills asa 
cat with a mouse. She seemed to revel in new 
shading and evidently aimed at surpassing 
her own self. In reply to some dozen 


recalis amid offerings of lilac trees, monster 
rose bushes ulied on the stage in 
large boxes by liveried lackeys, Patti began 
again the entire cavatina and then the critics 
wondered if she could twice repeat the same 
perfect rendering. She did even better 
and was as joyous over it asher public, who 
now feit the ae ing ge ay of the money they 
had spent. This is the best praise for an artist 
in our century. She repeated thrice Gounod’s 
**‘Ave Maria,’’ which I never had heard her 
sing before, and to which she ve new life 
and inspiration without disreg ofthe com- 
poser’sintent. The audience were notin full 
dress; no one seemed to know just what was 
sensibie in such a queer place as the Eden. At 
the second concert more diamonds were

jewels in profusion 
more reper «A attired in 
white, with as many pearis as she had before 
displayed diamonds, again renewed her tri- 
umphs. She sang the air from ‘‘Semiramis,’’ 
Eckert’s ‘‘Echo’’ song,in which she surpasses 
any one andevery one, and the ‘‘Serenade’’ 
ofschubert. Foran encore she gave Mme. 
Deerth’s child song, to which she long since 
brought world-wide repute. 

The purity of her Frencn accent quite upset 
the audience. They never tired of cheering 
and applauding, even breaking their canes 
and crushing their hats in their wild en- 
thusiasm. 

To-night the diva gives the air from‘ ‘Lucia,’’ 
the ‘‘Bacio,’’ and for the first time Braga’s 
**Serenade.’’ 

A MOST CURIOUS REVIVAL 

took place this week at the Odeon. Lafontaine 
appeared in the ‘‘Fils de Famille’’ in the role 
he created at the Gymnase four years oO. 
Only the venerable critics could remember 
the prestige of this first production, which 
they recall with glowing accent. Alli the 
present public had to ju ge of was the actual 
presentation of an old, silent play, running 
a the types and eB nn laid in military 
life, without trace ors ow of exaggeration; 
of eccentric heroism, a simple tale of every- 
day incident, with no scandal and offensive 
background, which seems so absolutely neces- 
sary to our present dramatic author. More- 
over, there was not a theory to be developed. 
There was nothing but quiet, complacent en- 
oyment. The lot or story of Scribes 
5 too familiar to need much 
detail and in any case,for the uninitiated it will 
sullice to say that the tale runs upon the volun- 
tary enlistment of a society youth, the Nis de 
Famille.

But as act the third tells, he had fortunately 
been released from service onthe previous 
night, and by the voluntary withdrawal of his 
colonel he fails heir to the hand of his lady-love 
and all ends happily. As may be surmised the 
chief attraction is the drawing of the characters 
each one of which is invested with originality 
of interest and outline that is very fascinating. 
Idonot know what Lafontaine was years 
since, but he is admirable now. He so entirely 
fills his role that there is no room for the 
shadow of acriticism. There is a sort of Col. 
Romollot in the ise of a sergeant, an 
eccentricity which finds complete humorous, 
and yet perfectly clear portrait in the artistic 
interpretation of M. Colombry. M. Dumeny 
plays the part of the hero. It isa hard task, 

or the hints and colorings are of extreme 

delicacy. The man of the world has to appear 
in the boisterous giee and convivial oviality 
of the soldier. In the second act, in his con- 
stant attacks upon the amour propre of his 
Colonel, he has to temper his evident intent 
with a certain amountof courteous good hu- 
mor. M. Dumeny was extremely skillful in all 
moods of his part, which calli for qualities sel- 
dom required in modern plays. Mme. Leblanc 
was simply refined and pleasing, while Mme. 
Crosnier caricatured insufferably the part of 
the Colonel’s sister. This was the only blem- 
ish on @ very even performance.
